On behalf of the KIPP Academy Boston Charter School Board of Trustees, | respectfully request
your approval of an amendment to change our charter to amend our application for admission
and enrollment policy to include the use of the online Common Application and to include
language in our enrollment policy related to use of the online Common Application. These
changes to our charter will be effective upon the approval of the Commissioner of Elementary
and Secondary Education (Commissioner). The KIPP Academy Boston Charter School Board of
Trustees understands that use of the online Common Application is contingent upon KIPP
Academy Boston Charter School revising our enroliment policy in accordance with updated
Department guidelines and current regulations. Commissioner approval of the fully revised
enrollment policy must be granted by January 31, 2017.

The KIPP Academy Boston Charter Board of Trustees wishes to make this change because it will
facilitate and simplify the process for prospective students to apply to charter schools
participating in the online Common Application.

18-25.

The KIPP Academy Boston Charter Board of Trustees also authorized the school to work with
the Department to make any minor technical changes to the amendment submitted for
approval if such changes are necessary to meet the requirements of statute or regulations, and
are codified in Department guidance that was not adhered to in our submission. The KIPP
Academy Boston Charter Board of Trustees agrees to permit such minor technical changes to
the policy submitted for approval, and to support any additional consultation and coordination
with the Department that will be required to align our policy with requirements.
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KIPP Academy Boston Charter School is an academic success, is a viable organization, and is
faithful to the terms of its charter. We are financially stable and received “meets expectations”
or “exceeds expectations” ratings on all areas accessed in our last Charter School Office onsite
inspection (SY14-15).
